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CHAPTER 375

AN ACT to create 331.44 of the statutes, relating to exemption from civil
liability for furnishing safety inspection or advisory services.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly,
do enact as follows:

331.44 of the statutes is created to read
331.44 EXEMPTION FROM CIVIL LIABILITY FOR FURNISH-

ING SAFETY INSPECTION OR ADVISORY SERVICES. The furnish-
ing of, or failure to furnish, safety inspection or advisory services intended
to reduce the likelihood of injury, death or loss shall not subject the in-
surer, its agent or employe undertaking to perform such services as an
incident to insurance, to liability for damages from injury, death or loss
occurring as a result of any act or omission in the course of such services.
This section shall not apply if the active negligence of the insurer, its
agent or employe created the condition which was the proximate cause of
injury, death or loss, nor shall it apply to such services when required to
be performed under the provisions of a written service contract.
